[ have indeed been yery free togive my 
Opinion _—_ the French, in not layiog 
a'!de that Projeft ;, til} by ſpariog ſome 0 
the Forces' appointed for it, he had ſecur'd 
the Conqueſt of BarceJoys, and T am ftif 
of Opinion, had 20600 Men been read 
to ſecond the Mareſchal De Theſſe, he 


never ſuffer'd that Diſgrace, nor badall our 


Succours been able to ſave Barcelong, aud 
coniequently nor the Kingdom of Spain. 

Bye when I conſider, thit the French 
had taken' right Meaſures, and calculated 
buth the Time, as well as the Number of 


People here,- fo find, that all our. 


Troops for that Siegezand that nojbing but 
the immediate Hand ofiavifible Providence 


fav'd it, by topping Monſieur Tholowſe and 
the French Fleet by Storms and contrary 
Winds, fo that the Stores and Cannon 
could not be brought up, I can no more 
lay the Fault upon Fant of Condud, 

But after all, IT can find no Room to 
blame their Politicks in pulbing that 
Siege aow z and ſhall crave leave to ſay, 
I think. it is the beft, if not the only Card 
they have to play; if theProbabilities of Suc- 
ceſs wilt but anſwer it to their Diſcretion. 
As to my Reaſons for it, they are left to

2. If on the News of the Defeat at Barce- 
lone, the Frevch had made a Detachment 
Com tay for Spain—The utmoſt Expedi- 
tion could not have prevented, what has 
already happen'd there ; and to r2trieving 
it, if that be poſſible, they will be better 
able to do that after the taking 7urin, than 
betore. 

3» ASto diminiſhing their Troops in the 
Siege; They wculd haye loſt as many Men 
in hard Marches, by the Violence of the 
Heat at this time of the Year, as they can 
reaſonably be thought to do in the Siege of 
Turin. |

If 
I can't te!] chzm, I'll ſend them to one that 
ſhall, Let the Genatl-men go up to White- 
ball, and enquire about the Horſe-Guards, 
or at May's ae far ſome of the 
Colonels or Otficers of the Army, that are 
now going, on the Deſc*nt; and. having 
found one of them, dzlire him to bring 
them to that certain Colone] or Captain, 
or other Ofiier, that knows, where they 
are 4 going , and that the Man can inform 
ticm, wh:ther Turin ſhall be tai:zen or ng— 
The Time when, Manner how, ©. © to a 
Minute— Happy England | how are things 
alter'd here; how does Sccretie of Council 
ſecure Fid-lity of Execution, and buth to- 
gether certain Succeſs ? Cauſes here are 
as entirely conceal'd, as Events in other 
Places, and our Mar.2gement ſeems 2s im- 
pcnetrable as Fate . Not French Gold, 
that has unlock'd the Cabinets of ſv many 
Princes, and the Chaſtity of ſo mauy Na- 
tions, can pierce the Arcana of Engiiſh Mea- 
ſures; the French are now oblig'd to at 
like other Men, and know things by their 
Events oaly; they haye loſt their Female 
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Traytors, that lay in the Boſom of our 
Monarchs z and not only betray'd, but 
direfted the Councils of this Nation to 
Peace or War by :!© meer Influence, ard 
calculated to the Inte ce of France za French 
W—re can now no muie Cloſe up a Peace 
by the Charms of her lewd Embraces, aud 
tye the Hands of Armies from the Proſecy- 
tion ofa juſt War, 

Fidelity and Prudence have bewildred all 
the French Southſayers, and, th y cau no 
more propheſie of other Aﬀaics, nor hardly 
of their own.

Peoples Felicity»

I know the Difrance of the Germen Suc- 
cours, their. being lately recruited, and 
their Auxiliars yet later arriv'd The

And tho? the Gar, iſon of Turin are aumerous 
and brave *nough— Yet Time and Appli- 
cation, as the Art of bzheging Towns is now 
improv'd, muſt reduce the ſtrongeſt Town 
in the World, that cannot be reliev'd.
